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INTRODUCTION 


The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Joliet  Township  High 
School  maintains  the  Junior  College  as  a distinct  organi- 
zation from  that  of  the  high  school.  But,  as  it  is  housed 
in  the  high  school  building,  makes  use  of  the  libraries, 
gymnasiums,  laboratories,  and  other  facilities  of  the 
school,  and  has  as  instructors  and  officers,  certain  members 
of  the  high  school  corps,  it  necessarily  preserves  a close 
connection  with  the  high  school. 

Junior  college  students  have  their  own  assembly  and 
study  hall,  their  own  library,  and  in  general  their  own 
recitation  rooms,  are  permitted  to  come  and  go  very  much 
as  they  please  between  recitations,  and  are  allowed  greater 
freedom  and  privileges  than  are  high  school  students. 
They  are,  nevertheless,  expected  to  conform  to  general 
regulations  of  the  high  school  regarding  Pass  Blanks, 
permits  and  other,  prescribed  rulings. 

Experience  has  shown  certain  very  definite  benefits  de- 
rived from  the  work  of  the  Junior  College  in  any  com- 
munity where  it  is  in  existence.  The  student  is  not 
obliged  to  break  his  home  and  community  connections 
until  a later  period.  He  is  able  to  secure  all  of  the  ben- 
efits of  college  life  in  the  way  of  college  companionships 
and  participation  in  the  college  spirit,  first  in  the  familiar 
surroundings  of  his  environment,  later  in  a separate  or- 
ganization of  a distant  institution.  The  expense  of  a col- 
lege education  is  very  materially  reduced  and  this  be- 
comes an  important  factor  in  case  the  student  add  to  his 
college  course  a post  graduate  professional  training.  On 
the  educational  side  the  Junior  College  student  has  an  op- 
portunity for  individual  attention  from  the  instructors 
due  to  the  smaller  classes  in  vogue,  and  his  previous 
acquaintance  with  the  college  instrunctor. 
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JUNIOR  COLLEGE  COMMITTEE 


The  Junior  College  Committee,  consisting  of  three 
members,  has  charge  of  all  college  students.  Registra- 
tion, matters  pertaining  to  courses  of  study,  to  intramural 
or  extramural  activities  are  matters  for  committee  action. 
The  student  body  is  divided  into  three  sections,  one  sec- 
tion for  each  committee  member.  A student  may  not 
drop  a subject,  make  any  change  in  his  program,  have 
any  special  privileges  without  the  consent  of  his  partic- 
ular Committe  Advisor. 


FACULTY  PREPARATION 


Teachers  in  the  Junior  College  work  in  departments 
other  than  Manual  Arts,  are  required  to  have  the  Bache- 
lor’s Degree  and  in  addition  to  this,  at  least  a year  of 
graduate  study  in  the  subject  of  their  department  in  a 
univerisity  of  recognized  standing.  Teachers  of  academic 
subjects  employed  consequent  to  June,  1918,  are  not  permit- 
ted to  give  instruction  in  the  Junior  College  classes  unless 
they  hold  a Master’s  or  Doctor’s  Degree  from  an  in- 
stitution of  the  standing  of  those  recognized  by  the 
North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools.  The  teaching  schedule  of  an  instructor  doing 
Junior  College  work  is  limited  to  a maximum  of  twenty 
recitation  periods  per  week. 


REGISTRATION 


The  fall  semester  of  the  Junior  College  will  open  on 
the  Tuesday  following  Labor  Day.  Registration  for  the 
second  semester  will  take  place  shortly  afer  the  holidays. 

A fee  of  one  dollar  will  be  charged  for  registration  after 
the  second  day  of  the  semester.  No  student  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  any  department  of  the  Junior  College  for  work 
for  which  he  is  to  receive  credit  after  the  expiration  of 
the  third  week  of  the  semester  except  in  extraordinary 
cases,  when  the  Superintendent  may  admit  him,  subject 
to  condition  in  the  work  which  he  has  missed. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 


Admission  to  the  Junior  College,  is  secured  on  the  same 
basis  as  that  required  by  the  North  Central  Association 
of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools. 
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A candidate  for  admission  must  be  at  least  16  years  of 
age. 

Fifteen  units  of  high  school  or  other  secondary  school 
work,  in  acceptable  subjects  (See  Lists  A,  B,  C,  below) 
must  be  offered  by  every  candidate. 

A unit  is  the  amount  of  work  represented  by  the  pur- 
suit of  one  preparatory  subject,  with  the  equivalent  of  five 
forty  minute  recitations  a week,  for  36  weeks,  or  the 
equivalent  in  laboratory  or  other  practice. 

Note: — ^Admission  requirements  and  prescribed  subjects 
are  practically  the  same  as  those  of  the  University  of  Ill- 
inois. 

DEFICIENCIES 


NO  QUANTITATIVE  CONDITIONS  ARE  PER- 
MITTED. In  other  words,  every  student  must  offer  at 
the  time  of  admission  15  units  in  acceptable  subjects. 
These  must  include  the  6 units  prescribed  in  List  A.  It 
is  provided,  however,  that  a student  who  offers^  15  accept- 
able units  including  the  6 units  of  List  A,  but  is  deficient 
not  to  exceed  2 units  in  subjects  prescribed  only  for  the 
curriculum  which  he  wishes  to  take,  may  be  admitted  in 
that  curriculum  to  courses  for  which  he  is  fully  prepared, 
subject  to  the  requirements  that  the  deficiencies  in  question 
may  be  removed  before  he  may  register  for  a second 
year’s  work. 


PRESCRIBED  SUBJECTS 


The  15  units  offered  for  admission  must  include: 

I.  Subjects  prescribed  in  List  A,  6 units. 

II.  Certain  subjects  prescribed  in  addition  to  List  A 
for  the  curriculum  which  the  student  wishes  to  pursue. 

III.  Enough  electives  from  List  B to  make  with  those 
offered  in  I and  II,  a total  of  12  units. 

IV.  From  either  List  B or  List  C,  3 units.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


ABSENCE  FROM  CLASS 

A record  of  absences  is  kept  by  the  Junior  College 
Committee.  Those,  due  to  unavoidable  circumstances  and 
illness  or  for  which  official  permission  has  been  secured 
in  advance,  are  registered  as  “excused  absences”.  All 
others  are  recorded  as  “unexcused  absences”.  Applica- 
tion for  “excused  absence”  must  be  made  on  forms  ob- 
tainable from  the  Junior  College  librarian. 

The  Junior  College  Committee  will  notify  the  class  in- 
structor to  drop  any  student  when  his  “unexcused  ab- 
sences” aggregate  more  than — 

1 unexcused  absence  from  a 1 hour  course 

2 unexcused  absences  from  a 2 hour  course 

3 unexcused  absences  from  a 3 hour  course 
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4 unexcused  absences  from  a 4 hour  course 

5 unexcused  absences  from  a 5 hour  course 

and  such  student  may  not  be  duly  re-entered  until  he  has 
made  up  his  work  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  class  instructor 
and  obtained  permission  to  re-enter  from  the  Junior  Col- 
lege Committee. 

A grade  of  F will  be  recorded  in  a subject  if  a student 
allows  himself  to  be  dropped  from  class  on  account  of 
unexcused  absences. 

The  committee  will  report  to  the  superintendent  the 
names  of  those  who  have  been  dropped  for  absence. 

If  a student’s  total  absences  in  any  course  exceed  one 
tenth  the  number  of  recitations  in  the  subject  he  will 
be  required  to  take  a special  examination  in  addition  to 
the  final  examination. 


SCHOLARSHIP  REPORTS 

On  the  sixth  and  twelfth  Friday  of  each  semester  in- 
structors will  report,  on  cards  provided  fori  that  purpose, 
to  the  Junior  College  Committee  upon  the  work  of  all 
students  whose  work  is  80  or  below. 

Probation — ^Any  student  enrolled  in  Junior  College  who 
is  reported  as  failing  to  make  a passing  grade  in  a min- 
imum of  eleven  hours  is  placed  on  probation  for  the  next 
semester;  and  if  during  the  semester  for  which  he  is  on 
probation  he  fails  to  pass  the  required  minimum  of  eleven 
hours  he  is  dropped  from  the  college.  A student  who  is 
registered  for  less  than  eleven  hours  must  carry  all  the 
hours  for  which  he  is  registered;  otherwise  he  is  put  on 
probation. 

Dropped  from  College — ^A  student  who  fails  to  carry  at 
least  six  hours  of  the  work  for  which  he  was  registered 
will  be  dropped  from  the  college. 

Any  student  who  has  been  dropped  from  college  be- 
cause' of  a deficiency  in  scholarship  may  enroll  in  high 
school,  and  after  he  has  completed  the  work  of  a semes- 
ter, may,  by  action  of  the  Junior  College  Committe,  be 
re-admitted  for  full  college  work. 


ASSEMBLY 

An  assembly  of  the  college  will  be  held  once  each  week. 
Attendance  at  these  assemblies  is  compulsory. 


DISMISSAL  FROM  COLLEGE 
Any  student  leaving  Junior  College  at  any  time  after 
registration  must  return  all  locker  keys,  and  library  books, 
and  be  formally  dismissed  from  the  institution.  Students 
failing  to  be  so  dismissed  will  not  be  recommended  to 
other  colleges. 
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AMOUNT  OF  WORK 

Regular  work  for  students  devoting  all  their  time  to 
college  work  is  15-18  hours  per  week.  Unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  Junior  College  Committee  must  be  obtained 
to  take  more  than  18  hours,  exclusive  of  Physical  Train- 
ing and  Military  Drill. 


RHETORIC 

First  year  students  taking  more  than  6 hours  work  are 
required  to  take  Rhetoric. 


PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

All  students  taking  nine  or  more  hours  of  college  work 
are  required  to  take  physical  training  one  hour  per  week 
for  two  semesters. 

Students  may  receive  one  semester-hour  credit  per  se- 
mester for  passing  work  done  in  the  R.  O.  T.  C.  but  such 
credit  can  not  be  substituted  for  any  of  the  62  hours 
required  for  graduation.  Boys  intending  to  complete 
their  course  at  the  University  of  Illinois  should  take  this 
drill. 


GRADUATION  REQUIREMENTS 

The  Joliet  Junior  College  Diploma  will  be  awarded  to 
students  completing  one  of  the  two-year  curriculums  out- 
lined below.  Deviations,  however,  from  these  curriculums 
will  be  permitted  by  the  Junior  College  Committee  only 
in  cases  of  necessity.  In  such  cases  62  semester  hours 
of  college  work  is  required,  and  it  must  include:

TITLES 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  minimum  total  of  sixty- 
two  hours  credit  together  with  the  required  units  for 
entrance  and  all  special  requirements  and  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Junior  College  Committee  and  the  Su- 
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perintendent  of  Schools,  the  following  titles  will  be  con- 
ferred by  the  Board  of  Education. 

Associate  in  Arts 
Associate  in  Science 
Associate  in  Engineering 
Associate  in  Education 

Students  intending  to  apply  their  credits  gained  in  Jun- 
ior College  at  any  higher  institution  should  plan  their  en- 
tire course  with  the  College  Committee  at  the  time  of 
entrance. 

Students  who  maintain  an  average  below  80  will  not  be 
recommended  to  other  higher  institutions. 


TRANSFER  OF  CREDIT 

The_  Junior  College  is  a member  of  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  and  is 
also  on  the  accredited  list  of  that  Association.  Conse- 
quently, the  courses  given  in  the'  Junior  College  are  accept- 
ed at  full  value  in  transfer  to  the  colleges  and  universities 
of  the  Association.  As  an  example  of  the  attitude  of  en- 
couragement maintained  by  leading  educators  and  higher 
institutions  of  learning  toward  the  development  of  junior 
colleges  in  general,  and  this  one  in  particular,  the  follow- 
ing letter  from  the  Examiner  of  the  University  of  Chicago 
is  appended.

The  following  quotation  is  a response  which  I made  a 
few  months  ago  to  the  Registrar  of  Goucher  College: 

“The  High  School  and  Junior  College  at  Joliet,  Illinois, 
is  recognized  and  fully  accredited  by  the  North  Central 
Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  as  a 
standard  institution,  giving  two  years  of  reputable  col- 
lege work.  We  accordingly  give  credit  for  junior  college 
work  certified  by  that  institution  and  the  record  of  their 
students  coming  to  the  University  of  Chicago  fully  justi- 
fies such  recognition.” 

This  expresses  our  attitude  toward  the  work  done  in 
the  Joliet  Junior  College.  The  work  certified  by  you 
will  be  accepted  on  the  same  basis  as  work  done  in  the 
Junior  College  division  of  any  standard  collegiate  insti- 
tution.

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THE  COLLEGE  LOAN  FUND 

In  1916  the  College  Loan  Fund  was  established  by  con- 
tributions from  the  members  of  the  High  School  faculty. 
Since  then  graduating  classes  and  friends  of  the  school 
have  added  to  the  original  amount  until  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year,  1921-1922,  there  was  about  $2000  in  the 
treasury. 

The  Junior  College  of  1919-1920  and  1920-1921  gave  a 
play,  turning  over  about  $1000  to  the  fund.  The 
Junior  College  has  also  established  a book  exchange,  the 
proceeds  of  which  are  added  to  the  Loan  Fund. 

This  fund  may  be  used  by  any  student  who  is  a grad- 
uate of  the  Joliet  Township  High  School,  and  who  has  had 
one  year’s  work  in  the  Junior  College.  A note  bearing 
five  per  cent  interest  from  the  date  of  graduation  from  col- 
lege and  a life  insurance  policy  secure  the  loan.  Several 
have  already  availed  themselves  of  this  money,  and  either 
have  returned  or  are  returning  this  money.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  fund  may  be  the  means  of  aiding  many  others 
to  gain  a higher  education. 


SOCIAL  ACTIVITIES 

The  Junior  College  faculty  is  anxious  to  foster  all  credit- 
able organizations  for  training  students  to  meet  success- 
fully their  associates  after  school  years  are  over.  Lead- 
ership in  business  and  civic  life  begins  in  the  school  party 
or  on  the  athletic  field.  Among  the  Joliet  Junior  College 
activities  are  the  social  hour,  college  parties  of  a more 
formal  nature,  athletic  organizations,  basket  ball  for  both 
boys  and  girls,  football,  and  dramatics.  The  faculty  urges 
every  student  to  take  an  active  part  in  at  least  one  of  these 
organizations.  All  rules  governing  them  as  well  as  ques- 
tions of  eligibility  of  students  for  membership  are  under 
supervision  of  the  Junior  College  Committee. 

Any  parties  held  by  Junior  college  students  at  places 
other  than  the  homes  of  students  must  be  recorded  with 
the  Social  Dean.  This  record  must  include  the  place 
where  the  party  is  to  be  given,  by  whom  given,  and  the 
names  of  the  chaperons. 


FEES  AND  DEPOSITS 

Tuition  is  free  to  students  who  are  residents  of  the 
Township  of  Joliet.  Non-resident  students  who  enroll  for 
nine  or  more  semester  hours  of  work  are  required  to  pay 
a tuition  fee  of  $60.00  per  semester  in  advance. 

Non-resident  students  who  enroll  for  less  than  nine  se- 
mester hours  are  required  to  pay  tuition  at  the  rate  of 
$7.00  per  semester  hour. 

LATE  REGISTRATION  FEE 

Students  who  register  after  the  second  day  of  the  se- 
mester must  pay  a late  registration  fee  of  $1.00. 
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LABORATORY  FEES  AND  DEPOSITS 


The  fees  and  deposits  required  for  the  laboratory  courses 
in  science  in  general  are  somewhat  lower  than  those 
charged  by  most  colleges  and  state  universities. 

Laboratory  deposits  are  to  cover  breakage  of  appara- 
tus. That  amount  not  used  to  cover  breakage  will  be  re- 
turned at  the  end  of  the  semester  or  when  the  pupil  leaves 
college.  When  breakage  or  loss  occurs  which  cannot  be 
traced  to  some  individual  or  group,  it  is  to  be  assessed 
against  the  students  using  the  laboratory  at  the  time  of 
the  loss.  Laboratory  fees  are  to  cover  materials  used  and 
are  not  returnable.

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JUNIOR  COLLEGE  CURRICULUMS 


The  courses  of  study  outlined  in  this  re-issue  of  the 
Junior  College  catalog  have  been  revised  and  extended 
to  include  the  following  general  curriculums : literature 
and  arts,  engineering,  pre-medical,  pre-legal,  teachers- 
training, and  pre-commerce. 

The  pre-commerce  curriculum  represents  an  extension 
of  the  course  of  study  and  is  offered  in  response  to  an  in- 
ceasing  demand  for  that  type  of  training.  It  is  the 
specific  purpose  of  this  curriculum  to  give  the  students  a 
knowledge  of  the  general  principles  underlying  business 
and  to  lay  the  foundation  for  the  more  advanced  and  spec- 
ialized curriculums  offered  by  colleges  of  commerce  and 
business  administration.  To  this  end  the  curriculum  has 
been  made  to  include  in  its  requirements  such  subjects  as 
economic  resources,  economic  history  of  the  United  states, 
money  and  banking,  principles  of  economics  and  advanc- 
ed accounting  and  auditing.  These  subjects  are  the  major 
pre-requisites  for  specialized  curriculums  in  banking,  in- 
surance, accountancy,  industrial  administration  and  trans- 
portation. 

This  brief  description  of  the  pre-commerce  curriculum 
is  illustrative  of  the  guiding  principle  followed  in  the  re- 
organization of  the  other  curriculums.  They  are  all  basic 
substantial  courses  designed  to  give  general  training  in 
their  respective  fields  of  education  and  at  the  same  time 
prepare  specifically  for  the  advanced  professional  and 
technical  curriculums.  The  six  general  curriculums  listed 
above  prepare  definitely  for  a multiplicity  of  differentiated 
courses.  Among  these  in  addition  to  those  named  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  are  some  ten  or  twelve  curriculums 
in  engineering,  a variety  of  courses  in  the  fields  of  medicine 
and  law,  advanced  courses  in  education  and  numerous 
specialized  curriculums  based  on  a literature  and  arts  foun- 
dation. Such  courses  are  offered  by  the  recognized  un- 
iversities and  a large  number  of  technical  and  professional 
higher  institutions  of  learning. 

The  Junior  College  curriculums  are  advisedly  outlined 
with  special  regard  for  the  entrance  requirements  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  but  are  intended  to  give  the  broad 
substantial  foundation  required  to  do  successful  work  of 
a specialized  nature  in  any  higher  institution.

versification  and  writing  of  simple  verse;  library  reference 
work;  about  thirty  short  themes,  and  one  long  theme  with 
outline  and  bibliography. 

Second  semester:  A continuation  of  the  work  begun 
in  the  first  semester;  themes  based  on  personal  exper- 
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ience  and  personal  opinion;  emphasis  on  the  forms  of  dis- 
course, with  extensive  reading  in  each  form;  reports  of 
reading  due  once  a week;  one’  long  theme  with  outline 
and  full  bibliography. 

Prerequisite:  The  minimum  entrance  requirements  in 
English. 

Credit:  6 hours.  Meets  M.  W.  F.  both  semesters. 

English  3-4.  American  Literature — First  semester:  A 
study  of  American  Literature  as  an  interpreter  of  national 
ideals,  including  the  Colonial,  Revolutionary,  Early  Na- 
tional, and  New  England  Renaissance  periods;  recitations 
and  lectures;  extensive  collateral  reading;  weekly  writ- 
ten reports;  term  paper  with  bibliography. 

Second  semester:  Continues  the  work  of  the  first  se- 
mester with  a study  of  the  periods  of  Transition  and  Lar- 
ger Nationalism  to  1914.  Reports;  term  paper  with  bib- 
liography. 

Prerequisite:  The  minimum  entrance  requirem.ents  in 
English. 

Credit:  4 hours.  Meets  Tu.,  Thur.  both  semesters. 

English  5-6.  Introduction  to  English  Literature — First 
semester:  a study  of  English  prose  and  poetry  from 
Chaucer  through  Burns;  recitations  and  lectures;  exten- 
sive collateral  reading;  weekly  written  reports;  term  paper. 

Second  semester:  Continues  the  work  of  the  first  se- 
mester, beginning  with  Wordsworth  and  continuing 
through  Stevenson;  collateral  reading  with  weekly  re- 
ports; term  paper  with  bibliography. 

Prerequisite:  The  minimum  entrance  requirements  in 
English. 

Credit:  6 hours.  Meets  M.  W.  F.  both  semesters. 

English  7.  Contemporary  Literature — Either  semester. 
A study  of  contemporary  drama,  novel,  and  poetry  to  en- 
able students  to  form  intelligent  judgments  of  individual 
authors  and  to  discover  and  appraise  for  themselves  the 
outstanding  literary  tendencies.  Extensive  reading,  re- 
ports, and  a criticism  of  some  one  author  in  addition  to 
those  studied  in  class  will  be  required  of  each  student. 
Emphasis  will  be  on  the  literature  since  1890. 

Prerequisite:  One  year  of  college  work. 

Credit:  2 hours.  Meets  Tu.  Th.  One  semester. 

English  8.  Introduction  to  Shakespeare — Either  semes- 
ter. The  plays  studied  each  semester  will  be  different  so 
that  a student  may  elect  both  semesters  if  he  desires. 
Three  plays  are  studied  intensively  each  semester  and 
other  plays  are  assigned  for  reading.  Among  those  stud- 
ied in  class  are,  Hamlet,  Lear,  The  Tempest,  Romeo  and 
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Juliet,  Merchant  of  Venice,  Macbeth,  Othelo,  Winter’s 
Tale,  Twelfth  Night. 

Prerequisite:  English  5-6,  or  one  year  of  college  work. 

Credit:  2 hours.  Meets  Tu.  Th.  One  semester. 

English  9.  Oral  Expression.  (Public  Speaking) — Re- 
quired of  all  students.  A study  and  interpretation  of 
standard  literature;  staging  of  plays,  debates,  reports. 

Prerequisite:  Minimum  college  entrance  requirements 
in  English. 

Credit:  2 hours.  Either-  or  both  semesters. 

English  10.  Business  Writing — Either  semester.  Cor- 
respondence; sales  letters;  practice  in  writing  business  re- 
ports and  summaries;  lectures  and  discussions. 

Prerequisite:  English  1-2. 

Credit:  2 hours.  One  semester. 


ZOOLOGY 


Zoology  1.  General  Zoology — This  course  is  designed 
to  teach  the  fundamental  principles  of  each  of  the  major 
divisions  of  zoology,  giving  the  standard  facts  of  struc- 
ture, physiology,  embryonic  development,  ecology,  geo- 
graphical distribution  and  paleontology,  and  those  things 
necessary  for  the  medical  student’s  correlation  as  well 
as  for  those  who  desire  a foundation  for  advance  work  in 
this  branch  of  science. 

Prerequisite:  One  unit  in  high  school  zoology  or  bi- 
ology or  by  recommendation  of  the'  Junior  College  Com- 
mittee. 

Credit:  4 hours.  One  semester. 


Zoology  2.  Comparative  Anatomy  of  the  Vertebrates— 

This  course  is  designed  for  medical  students  only.  It  will 
consist  of  lectures,  collateral  readings,  and  laboratory  dis- 
section. Two  vertebrate  forms  will  be  dissected,  compar- 
ing their  anatomy  with  that  of  man. 

Prerequisite:  Zoology  1. 

Credit:  5 hours.  One  semester. 
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BOTANY 


Botany  1.  General  Botany — This  course  is  planned  to 
give  a foundation  of  botany  for  advanced  work,  and  will 
also  be  accepted  as  part  credit  for  pre-medical  students. 
A study  will  be  made  of  the  properties  and  activities  of 
protoplasm,  developmental  history,  evolution  of  structure 
and  functions,  relation  to  environment  and  classification 
from  the  lowest  to  the  highest  forms. 

Prerequisite:  One  unit  high  school  botany  or  biology 
or  recommendation  of  the  Junior  College  Committee. 

Credit:  4 hours.  One  semester. 


FOREIGN  LANGUAGE 

Language  1-2.  Beginners’  Course  in  French — This 
course  is  offered  for  those  who  have  had  no  French,  or 
but  one  year  of  high  school  French.  It  consists  of  ele- 
mentary grammar,  pronunciation,  reading  of  modern  au- 
thors, composition  and  conversation.  Semesters  I and  II. 

Credit:  4 hours  each  semester. 

Language  3-4.  French — This  course  is  offered  for  those 
who  have  had  two  years  of  high  school  French  or  French 
I in  the  Junior  College.  It  consists  of  rapid  reading  of 
modern  prose,  poetry,  and  drama,  with  a brief  history  of 
literature  in  connection  with  the  more  prominent  French 
authors.  Conversation,  composition,  and  a study  of  syntax 
are  continued.  Semesters  I and  II. 

Credit:  4 hours  each  semester. 

Language  5-6  Beginners’  Course  in  Spanish — This 
course  is  offered  for  those  who  have  had  no  Spanish  or  but 
one  year  of  high  school  Spanish.  It  consists  of  elementary 
grammar,  pronunciation,  reading  of  modern  authors,  com- 
position and  conversation.  Semesters  I and  II. 

Credit:  4 hours  each  semester. 

Language  7-8.  Spanish — This  course  is  offered  for 
those  who  have  had  two  years  of  high  school  Spanish  or 
Spanish  I in  the  Junior  College.  It  consists  of  rapid  read- 
ing of  modern  authors,  magazines  and  newspapers,  of 
grammar  review,  composition  and  conversation  on  topics 
of  every  day  life  and  customs  in  Spain  and  South  Amer- 
ica. Semesters  I and  II. 

Credit:  4 hours  each  semester. 
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Language  9-10.  Latin — This  course  is  offered  for  those 
who  have  had  four  years  of  high  school  Latin.  It  con- 
sists of  selections  from  Livy,  with  Latin  Composition, 
the  Phormic  or  Terence  and  the  De  Senectute  of  Cicero. 

Semesters  I and  II. 

Credit:  4 hours  each  semester. 

Language  11-12  Elementary  Course  in  German — This 
course  consists  of  elementary  grammar,  easy  reading  and 
composition  based  on  reading.  (Those  having  more  than 
one  year  of  high  school  German  may  not  enter  this  class.) 

Credit:  4 hours  each  semester. 

Language  13-14.  Second  Year  German — This  course 
consists  of  selections  from  standard  prose  writers,  sight 
reading  and  composition.  At  the  option  of  the  instruc- 
tor works  of  general  scientific  character  may  be  read  in 
the  second  semester. 

Prerequisite:  Course  11-12  or  two  years  of  high  school 

German. 

Credit:  4 hours  each  semester. 


PHYSICS 

Physics  1.  Mechanics,  Molecular  Physics  and  Heat — 

Lectures,  classroom  demonstration,  recitations,and  writ- 
ten exercises.  First  semester:  3 days  each  week. 

Laboratory  experiments  and  quizzes  on  above  class 
work.  First  semester:  2 days  each  week. 

Prerequisite:  Freshman  mathematics  and  high  school 
physics. 

Credit:  5 hours  first  semester. 

Physics  2.  Electricity,  Sound  and  Light — general 
course  in  electricity,  sound  and  light.  Lectures,  class 
room  demonstrations,  recitations  and  written  tests.  Sec- 
ond semester:  3 days  each  week. 

Laboratory  experiments  and  quizzes  on  above  class 
work.  Second  semester:  2 days  each  week. 

Prerequisite:  Freshman  mathematics  and  Physics  I. 

Credit:  4 hours  second  semester. 
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CHEMISTRY 


Chemistry  1-2.  General  Inorganic  Chemistry — A thor- 
ough, fundamental  course'  in  the  chemistry  of  metals  and 
non-metals. 

Lectures,  recitations,  and  laboratory  work.  Semester  I 
and  II. 

Credit:  4 hours  each  semester. 

Chemistry  3-4.  Inorganic  and  Qualitative  Analysis — Ion- 
ization, mass  action,  and  theory  of  solution  are  fully  dis- 
cussed, and  preliminary  experiments  with  the  metallic  ions 
are  performed  before  the  analysis  is  undertaken.  Semes- 
ters I and  II. 

Prerequisite:  One  year  of  high  school  chemistry  or  its 
equivalent. 

Credit:  4 hours  each  semester. 

Chemistry  5.  Quantitative  Analysis — (a)  Gravimetric 
Analysis:  Determination  of  chlorine,  sulphate,  aluminum, 
calcium  and  magnesium. 

(b)  Volumetric  Analysis:  A.cidimetry,  alklimetry,  iodi- 
metry,  and  dichromate  and  permanganate  methods.  Num- 
erous problems  are  solved. 

Prerequisite:  Qualitative  Analysis. 

Credit:  S hours.  One  semester. 

Chemistry  6.  Organic  Chemistry — The  alipathic  com- 
pounds and  their  derivations  and  some  aromatic  com- 
‘ pounds  are  studied.  General  methods  of  formation  and 
relations  between  compounds  are  emphasized.  This  course 
covers  the  work  of  the  first  semester  of  a comprehensive 
year  course  and  meets  the  needs  of  pre-medical  students. 

Prerequisite:  Qualitative  Analysis. 

Credit:  5 hours.  One  semester. 


HISTORY 

History  1-2.  English  History — This  is  a general  course 
in  English  History  from  pre-historic  times  until  the  pres- 
ent. The  stress  is  placed  ui)on  events  important  in  the 
progress  of  the  nation’s  development  rather  than  upon 
conspicuous  concurrences.  “It  is  believed  that  a study  of 
English  History  from  a view  point  that  is  not  too  narrow- 
ly British  cannot  fail  to  give  deeper  insight  into  the  de-

velopment  of  American  life  and  thought  and  civilization.” 

Credit:  6 hours.  (No  credit  for  one  semester’s  work.) 

History  3-4.  American  History — This  is  a general 
course  in  American  History  from  the  planting  of  the  Eng- 
lish colonies  in  America  to  the  present.  In  the  Colonial 
period  the  emphasis  will  be  upon  the  economic  and  social 
phases;  but  from  1760  the  main  attention  will  be  given  to 
the  political  and  constitutional  development  of  the  nation. 
The  course  is  aimed  to  make  clear  from  many  different 
points  of  view,  how  America  has  grown  out  of  the  Euro- 
pean background  into  a world  power  with  ideals,  institu- 
tions and  possibilities  of  its  own. 

Credit:  (No  credit  given  for  one  semester’s  work.)  6 
hours. 


History  5-6.  20th  Century  History — This  course  begins 
with  the  downfall  of  Napoleon  in  March,  of  1814.  (Be- 
fore the  battle  of  Waterloo.) 

The  prerequisite  for  this  course  is  Medieval  and  Modern 
History  (1  year)  or  English  History  (1  year).  In  special 
cases,  with  the  consent  of  the  head  of  the  History  De- 
partment and  Advisory  Committee  American  History  may 
be  substituted  for  the  above. 

Credit:  4 hours  (no  credit  for  one  semester’s  work.) 


POLITICAL  SCIENCE 

Political  Science  1-2 — This  is  a course  in  the  study  of 
the  American  Government.  The  Local,  State  and  Na- 
tional Governments,  political  parties,  machinery  of  govern- 
ment, public  opinion  and  the  nature  of  democracy  will  be 
studied.  A comparison  of  our  government  with  various 
types  of  foreign  governments  will  be  included  in  the 
course. 

Credit:  6 hours.  (No  credit  for  one  semester’s  work.) 


SOCIOLOGY 

Sociology  1 — This  course  is  a study  of  the  relation  of 
the  individual  to  society  under  primitive  and  modern 
conditions.  The  first  part  of  the  course  is  devoted  to  a 
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general  survey  of  the  evolution,  activities,  and  organi- 
zation of  society  and  to  the  consideration  of  social  forces 
and  laws,  the  processes  of  socialization  and  methods  of 
social  control.  The  second  part  deals  with  present  day 
problems. 

Prerequisite;  Psycology  or  Economics  1 and  2. 

Credit:  3 hours.  One  semester. 


ECONOMICS 

Economics  1.  Economic  Resources — study  of  the  geo- 
graphic regions,  resources,  commerce  and  industries  of  the 
various  regions  of  the  world.  An  examination  of  the  in- 
fluence of  geographic  environment  on  the  commodities 
and  methods  of  marketing  them.  Also  a study  of  trade' 
centers  and  trade  routes. 

Credit;  3 hours.  One  semester. 

Economics  2.  Economic  History  of  the  United  States — 

The  development  of  the  industrial  and  commercial  activ- 
ities in  the  U.  S.  from  the  beginning  of  Colonial  settle- 
ment until  the  present  time;  a study  of  the  methods  of 
production  that  have  been  used  and  of  the'  institutions 
that  have  been  developed  in  the  satisfaction  of  the  needs 
of  the  people.  In  this  study,  attention  is  given  to  the  inter- 
action that  is  taking  place  between  social  and  political  in- 
stitutions and  physical  environment. 

Credit:  3 hours.  One  semester. 

Economics  3.  Economics — This  is  a general  introduc- 
tory course  in  which  the  principles  underlying  economic 
organization  and  activity  are  studied  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  the  student  to  understand  the  operation  of  eco- 
nomic forces  and  to  reach  sound  conclusions  on  economic 
problems. 

Credit:  5 hours.  One  semester. 

Economics  5.  Money  and  Banking — The  principles  of 
money  and  credit;  the  functions  and  management  of 
banks;  saving  banks;  trust  companies,  farm  loan  banks, 
national  banks  and  the  federal  reserve  system  of  banks. 

Prerequisite:  Economics  3. 

Credit:  3 hours.  One  semester. 
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PSYCHOLOGY 

iPsychololgy  1 — This  in  an  elementary  course  dealing 
with  the  fundamental  facts  and  laws  of  mental  life.  In 
the  main  it  will  be  a lecture  and  class  recitation  course, 
although  simple  laboratory  experiments  will  be  performed. 

Prerequisite:  1 year  of  college  work. 

Credit:  3 hours.  One  semester. 


ACCOUNTANCY 

Accountancy  1.  Principles  of  Accounting — Double  entry 
book-keeping;  accounts  and  books  common  to  both  indi- 
vidual proprietorship  and  partnership. 

Credit:  3 hours.  One  semester. 

Accountancy  2.  Corporation  Accounting — Books  and 
accounts  necessary  for  a corporation;  cash  journal  used 
for  all  entries. 

Credit:  3 hours.  One  semester. 

Prerequisite:  Accountancy  I or  credit  for  one  year  of 
high  school  bookkeeping. 

Accountancy  3.  Cost  Accounting— Principles  of  cost 
accounting  applied  to  a manufacturing  business  conducted 
by  a corporation. 

Prerequisite':  Accountancy  2;  Economic  Resources; 
Economic  History  of  the  United  States. 

Credit:  3 hours.  One  semester. 

Accountancy  4.  Advanced  Accounting — Special  finan- 
cial statements,  reading  balance  sheets,  goodwill,  depre- 
ciation, sinking  funds  and  reserves. 

Prerequisite:  Accountancy  3. 

Credit:  3 hours.  One  semester. 


EDUCATION 

Education  1.  Introduction  to  Education — An  elementary 

course  designed  to  introduce  students  to  the  study  of  edu- 
cation by  scientific  methods.  It  is  expected  that  this 
course  will  give  the  student  an  introductory  survey  of  the 
field  of  education,  which  will  serve  as  a basis  for  later 
study  and  experience.  Assigned  readings  and  class  obser- 
vations with  reports  will  be  required  of  all  members  of  the 
class. 

Credit:  2 hours.  One  semester. 

Education  2.  Introduction  to  the  Psychology  of  Ele- 
mentary School  Subjects — A study  of  the  methods  by 
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which  the  .child  learns  to  write,  draw,  read,  spell,  and 
grasp  the  meaning  of  history,  geography,  mathematics,  and 
natural  science,  and  of  the  mental  processes  which  are  de- 
veloped in  learning  these  subjects.  Previous  work  in 
psychology  is  not  necessary,  although  it  is  desirable.  The 
aim  of  the  course  is  to  prepare  the  student  to  understand 
and  apply  intelligently  methods  of  teaching. 

Credit:  2 hours.  One  semester. 

Education  3.  Educational  Methods — The  aim  of  this 
course  is  to  derive  methods  of  instruction  from  examina- 
tion of  educational  aims,  materials,  and  psychological  prin- 
ciples. The  order  of  development  is  as  follows:  Aim  of 
education;  materials  of  education;  mental  processes  in- 
volved in  learning;  interest,  incentive,  and  motive;  forms 
of  instruction: — induction  and  deduction;  method  and  ha- 
bit formation;  method  in  the  formation  of  worthy  ideals 
and  prejudices;  review  of  organization  of  subject  matter, 
and  effective  devices. 

Perequisite:  Elementary  Psychology. 

Credit:  2 hours.  One  semester.
